Los Colmars) liued many yeares in 
A very god repute, being therebeneficed 
in the Church ok the \ccoulcs, where 
| ſuch was his wo2dly exceſſe of pꝛoſ⸗ 
peritie, that notwithſtanding his Ec⸗ 
cleſiaſticall function through a ſetled 
pꝛide now raiſed to the height, and a beaſtly and ſtrong 
luxurious appetite fo2merly bied aud now raigning and 
raging alſo in him, he became merely ſenſuall?: He had an 
aged Ankle alſo well knowne both in Marcelles, and os 
ther places thereabouts, of as pernitious manners as 
himſelfe, who was no ſmall backe to his impietie:, who 
happening to die very rich,aſwelin Lands and treue mes, 
às in Gold and ſiluer, Bwokes x other moueables, which 
this miſcreant (being indeed the nert heire) no ſoner 
clatme?d,but was as ſone poſſeſt thereof Now being thus 
ouecinach inriched, what elſe could be vato him xreater 
contentuient then to take his eaſe, and as hecould permit 
himſelfe any leiſure {oz ſuch parpoſes, he would ſomes

riſh, would be anendlege tozment to my ſoule, together 
with other his allurements, ſoꝛceries, Incantations, and 
abhominations, whena this pecfidious wzetch ſpent tte 
mos flauruchung part of his pouthTail ſpzing time: who 
foꝛgetting the Obligation wherein he tad bound to his 
C:eato2 and Sauiour( without any regard oꝛ pitt ie of his

his owne confeſſion, to which the Diuell condeſcending, 
Chis fireb2and of pecoition gaue himſelle body and ſouie, 
together with all things elſe to him appꝛopꝛiate to the 
ſaid Diuell from thenceio2th fo2 euer, hidiouſlp renouns 
cing God his faith, Yeauen, and the cuer-blefſed fellows 
fhip of all the holy Angels and Saints of God: who can 
reabe * oꝛ who can heare it, but their haire muſt ſtand

with luſt all thoſe on whom he was pleaſed to bzeath,. 
whecw:th he ſo bewitched ies Victoirs Corbier, Þ ſhe 
was co{t:ained{9 luſt afterhim immeaſurablp, which he 
effected in the month of Ap ul laſt paſt. Beloꝛe the diſcoue⸗ 
rie of theſe his impudent villanies, he was exceedingly res 
uerenced, and very much reſpected by the Marccliian Vul. 
gar, yea in all places wyereſocner he came; aſwell fo2 the 
religious @pparance he carried, as alſo fo2 the great lear⸗ 
ning waz kaowne to be in him: ſoꝛ ſuch was his fluence 
of ſpech, that he could ſo tickle and charme the eares of 
his Audience, that it contented the:n perpetuaily to heare 
him, {o meiltfifouſly did he hony them, who were abuſed 
poꝛe ſoules ta thei attention, & falſely deluded with his 
G!oquence; which occaſtoned that he was then reputed 
foꝛa mo religious and deuout P2telk, ſeruing foz a pꝛe⸗ 


tioaus Antidote againſt the popſonſome infection ot ſinne, 


as theirſhvlow vnderſtandings belieued ſoꝛ firme truth, 
whs no nuch Zanding ſho2tly after had knowiedge of his 
diabaltcall commerce, Heheld (notwithffanding he was 
in the Dini hereditarie poſſelſion) all his Peſbiterall 
kunctions, o that amongſt othere, he veing one day in a ſos 
litarie placa. thece hapne ſo tome vato him on Miſttee 
Magdalc cf the chatich, requeting him to heare her ton⸗ 
fion (who wir then vttetiy ignoꝛant of his fatall re- 
ling ichmeato? Religion which at that time was graun⸗ 
ted her hy the ab hominable Impoſlor. 
This paze innocent maide thereſoze, humbled at the 
N fete 
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fate ol this uit ure, and tequeſting his counſell and ad⸗ 
une 19210:023;4tion of het iozmet eiioꝛs and tranſgiel⸗ 
uuns, e 6 Other pertwaſions to come from this Di⸗ 
Lenuy leducer, but c eane to ſhake off the ʒeale and delire 
t hat ih had to be reconciled to God; and fuither inti⸗ 
maͤted vato her, (with painted and tcolourable ſpæches, 
not ntte to bee once mentioned amonglt Cheiltians , ) - 
that it ther would [nie the reſt of her life happtiy,he would 
be th meanes that hee chould obtaine and enioy whatſo⸗ 
euer pleaſure thee could delite oꝛ wiſh fo2; In this his 
perſwalion, the pꝛophane dogge bꝛeathed vpon the toun⸗ 
tenance 6; this pot aftliued maide, who in that moment 

was inchauntes and intaugled in the ſ nares of this {acrts 
legidus vtiilatiie. 2 urely Well it ſelfe had placed in the bo⸗ 
die of this tpꝛant, ſome ghaſtlie and vncleane ſpixit, to 

bee as an Inſtrument and guive to this accurſed In⸗ 
chaunter. 

FT Heauens! Js it poſſible that ſuch a hell- heund 
ſhould bee permitted to liue amongſt men? who intaged 
with an Jnfernall Futie, dzawes and allures luch ſillte 
ſoules bnto him, as are not well grounded and confirmed 
in Faith; as we may plainely perteiue in this ſilly ſoule: 
who being catcht by the deceitfull gianes of this diſſopall 
Apoſtate, ſoꝛſaking her God, and giuing credence to the 
wo2des and pꝛoferd pꝛomiſes of this actutſed Jmpoſtoz ; 
thee alſo(as hee foꝛmerly had done, and thereto now per⸗ 
ſwaded her) giues herſelfe ſoule and bodie to the Diuell, 
whom at that inſtant ſhe ſaw in thefozme of a man. 

In which courſe ok his, that they of Marcclles could not 
in ſo long ſpace, diſcouerthe Tragicall trecheries of this 
their ſo wel⸗beloued flatterer,whoſeCharmes x inc hant⸗ 
ments pꝛocured, that they eſtermed him their ſpirituall 
minion, was wonderſull: fo2 ſc exteſſiue was their boũd⸗ 
les affection,that to haue erempted him from legal puniſh 


I ments, they would haue (moſt of them) parted with all 


the it wealth, Blinde Marccllians, that could thinke i,

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- poſſible fo2 one man by his pꝛiuate ſtudies, fo attaine to 
ſuch perfection in all humane ſciences , and in fo ſhozt a 
nioment, the line whereof, the beſt Learned, by their ma⸗ 
nee yeaces induſtrie, could neuer attaine vnto: neither 
could ge without his apde, who continually ceaſed not to 
reticale thoſe things vnto him, wherelvith hee fedde the 
gredieerpeca'tch of thoſe, whoſe converſation 18 
deſired, 5292 but that in the publike viewe of a whole 
Conrt ot Parliament in Province, hee was in particular 
accuſed and tonuinted of theſe inſuing Articles, and there⸗ 
of being condemned, was put to death in Ax, a Towne 
neare therevnto Thep would not pet retaine any beltefe, 
concerning his offences: But now to late theſe Judiciall 
pꝛoceebings haue infozced pou fo aſſure pour ſelues, con⸗ 
cerning his abuſes 4 deluſtons, wherewith per were blin⸗ 
ded, in cheriſhing and pampering him ſo tenderlp, whoſe 
quarters rather wonld haue ado2ned the Gates of your 
Citie, which may be accounted happte, in being at the laſt 
cleanſed of ſo dangerous and fearefull a plague, 

But let vs retur ie againe vnto the ſaid ꝙ iſtris Magda- 
len of the Nati, whb though ſhe had freely giuẽ her ſelfe, 
(by the curſedallurements of this acturſed Curre) to the 
Diuell, 6 by his further perſwaſtons, diuers times moze 
fully confirmed the ſaid contract ; receiningdiners marks 
ok the Dinell,in ſeuerall parts of het bodie. A thing teſti⸗ 
fiedby the Fathers and Doctozs of s. Maxime ,and expꝛeſt 
in the ſentence or death,denouncedagainft the ſatde Gau- 
fecuy, ſhee was notwithſtanding ſo inceſfantly affliged, 
both in bodie and ſoule, when ſhee conſidered the daunger 
bol her ruine, that potting in the perturbation of her wa⸗ 
uering ſelfe conflict, ſhee retites her ſelfe to a Religious 
man, deſirous to reneale her ſinne: acknowledging vnto 
him, that it was ſuch a ſinne as could not alinoſt be foꝛgi⸗ 

uen; the Tenoꝛ whereof,much aſtoniſhed this Religious 
man.  Fo2 which cauſe, he laboured her to confefſe what 
that anne might bee: but ſhee fearing the rigoꝛous hand 
of 
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of ſetular quſtice) made anſwere vnto him, that ſhe would 
willingly tell him, vpon condition that ſhe might firſt obs 
taine pardon from the chiete pꝛeſident of the ſaid Towne 
of AN, which he (fearing that ſhe had entered into ſome

Court of Parliament, whete giuing aduertiſement of 
what had paſſed, to the Lo2d Pꝛeſident, 4 declaring vato 
him what wo2ds the ſaid Mag deen had vied, inferring 
how fo2 the ſeruice he ought to the Kings Maieſtie and 
- puvitke Juſtice, conſidering the wonderful detrunent that 
France had ſuſtained in fo2imer times, by ſuch trayterous 
Parafides and blod ſuckers, as ſho had b2ought fo2th, he 
was come in that manner. The Lo: P2eſident delayed 
not to ſend with this Keligious man many officers to 
Marcclics, At whoſe comming, he fained to be poſſeſt of 
her pardd, which the beleuing, was rauiſhed withmcom⸗ 
parable iop, which was no ſoner conteiued, but as ſudden⸗ 
ly it vaniſhed away, foz ſhe no ſoner appeared oꝛ pꝛe⸗ 
ſented her ſelt to his Uiew, but the ©ff.c:rs attẽding him, 
conueped her p:eſently to the ſaid Parliament of Pro- 
vince whence ſhe was by the commanndement of the ſaid 
Lo:Pꝛeſtdent, clapt vp cloſe in a Dungeon, whither after» 
ward was alſo committed Miſtreſſe Victo!re Courbier, 
but ſo as neither could haue conference with any. Not 
long after which impꝛiſonment, repo:t was made to the 
ſaid Lo: Pꝛeſident, that the ſaid Mavdaten of the Mui 
(being Hut vp in a plate ſo diſconſolate and miſerable, 
would haue murthered hecſelfe,which to pꝛeuent, ſhe was 
fozthwith cauſed to be b. ught befoze him in pꝛeſence

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all the chieſe connſellozs, and Aſſiſtants of that Ceurt, 
whether being come, u olullp binbbeied u ith her contis 
nued teares, and almoſt dead with ſoztowe: aſte niſb ed to 
bchold thoſe, who by their tut dontes, puniſh crunes com⸗ 
mitted: ſhe was examined by a Cc unſelloꝛ Commiſſto- 
ner, reputed thereunto by the ſaid Parliament and hoie- 
vpon ſwoꝛne to deliuer nothing but truth: when, calling 
to minde what ſhe had perpetrated, feare and trembling 
\urp2iſing her without d vſuallinfozcements ofrackeand 
tozments, ſhe opcnly tonfeſſed, how ſhe repairing to the 
a foꝛeſald aiſtet G. utecay, requeſting him to examine 
and cleate her tenſtiente, he in manner afozeſaid, was the 
cauſe and oeiginall ol her vtter euerth2ow and perdition, 
Upon wh:ch her ccnteiſton a warrant (by the inſtanceof 
the Kings Atturnie Generall) was ſent out foꝛ the bo. ily 
appꝛehenſion of the fozeſaid Levis Gautreoy Pateſt, who 
being acco2dinfily appꝛehended, was committed to the 
(aud common gale of Aix in pꝛouince, till ſuch time as it 
was conuentent fo2 him, to make his open appeatante in 
the ſaid court, whether he was very ſperdilp called, and as 
traalſy examined of the crimes imputed vnto hun, both by 
the foꝛeſaid Magdalen ànd Miſtres Vioue Corbiei But 
herein behold the deceitfull potencte of that old and ſubtill 
deteiuer the Diuell, who had foztified this his champion 
with ſuch ſeeming Innocencie, and tnabied him {0 much 
vepond all vulgar exſpectation, that the wohele Bench 
were not able to tonuince oz caſt him: which thing being 
wel conſidered by one of the moſt ancient Commiſſioners, 
who perceiuing much ſubtiltie in his anſweres moued by 
a fetuent ʒeale to boult out the truth, he earneſtip reque⸗ 
ſted the reüdun of thoſe Noble Commiſſtoners to iopne 
with him in pꝛayer vnto p all⸗ſearching eye of the omni⸗ 
potent, that he foꝛ his owne glozie ſake would vouchſafe 
them power and meanes to diſcouer the faltities and illu⸗ 
lions of this pernitious miſcreant.

This murdecelle, at that very time had nol pet commit- 
fed the butcherie, as afterwacds her ſelfe confelſed: but the 
pale waz cloſe ſhut vp in a chamber whether this Soꝛce⸗ 
relſe, with the reſt of her adherents pꝛeſentip went, and ſo 
amongt them pzeſentty cut her thꝛoate.

death; ſo as to death they were all condemned, e endares 
thole painos 4 toztures, which we fozmerly declared vnto 
von: But alas! what god got p ſozrowful mother by this: 
could this mittigateo2 appeaſe her woe? can thts giue

-ftanding this Infernall hagge ſuffered Condigne puniſh- 
ment, fo2 the reuenge of her Childes death, yet did not 
this wipe out of her heart, the remembzance thereof, noz 
the grieſe which daily afflicted her, when ſhe ſew but the 
place where her child was violated, and moſt vichapp:ly 
murdered, And pou the reſt of her Friends, ( Uinſfolkes, 
can you euer fozget ſuch an opp2ob2te ; can this damſell 
euer llippe out of pour reaebzance, whom pou ſo dearelp 
loued 2 no cerfainely, foz then pour hearts ſhould be to 
much deſtitute of common humanitie ; Jn like manner 
all you men, ( woemen,that were pꝛeſent at their deaths, 
will vou not alwaiescarrie in minde ſuch a butt herie and 
Ty2annie, will you not euer remember the dap of their 
puniſhment: you mothers alſo which hauschildzen, ſub⸗ 
tect in the like caſs, to the like perill and daunger as hap⸗ 
ned to this woman, would you not lament 2 ah would 
you not greue fo2 the violent death of your owne blood? 
3 verily thinke pour hearts would be ſurpziſed, with as 
great bitternes and affliction, as hers was after the rap⸗ 
ture ot her childe, next which is moze, the remembzance 
of the very day when you came to the knowledge of her 
death would tozment you.

- Surely J cannot thinke thee could periozme this villa⸗ 
nie without her mothers conleut, a yet her ſelſe alone was 
in the greateſt part the cauſe of this hard Accident, which 
likewiſe did not rematne vnpuniſhes: Foz ſhe endured and 
ſuffei eo the ke death and puniſhment as her mot her did: 
thee, as hei mcther befoze her, deſeruing the fte betoze her 
death. x at thus this Jnnocent ma, whome ſhe: ſolvto 
this accurſed Enchanterefle, cruelty loſt her lite, to all the 
peoples great griefe in generall, t euery ones high diſcon- 
tentment. You ſ@ therefoze, how this Pꝛodigie came to 
bee diſcouered, and how a fillie Damzell was deſtroyed, 
thꝛough the blodiecrueltie of moſt miſcreant creatures, 
who thought their vniuſt malice, would neuer haue come 
to light. Eut EOD notpermitting them long to inx- 
niue, ſuffered like wiſe that they ſhouldcome into the hads 
ol deuine Juſtice, the which ( y his Pꝛouidente, did cons 
demne them, and the puniſhment of a moſt cruell death, 
they haue ſufferod and endured, although nothing ſo terri⸗ 
ble as their enozmicus impietie deſerued.
